1 AN ACT concerning

Baltimor e City - 46th and 47th Alcoholic BeveragesDistricts- License
3 I ssuance, Conversion, and Transfer

4 FOR the purpose of authorizing the Board of Liquor License Commissioners for
5 Baltimore City to issue a Class B beer, wine and liquor licensefor usein a

6 restaurant that has a certain capital investment and that exceeds the maximum

7 seating capacity if the premises arelocated in a certain area and-a-certain

8 conditiontstmet under certain conditions; allowing a not for profit arts center

9 that islocated in a certain digrict and that holds a Class C license on a certain
10 dateto apply to convert that license on or before a certain date into a certain

11 Class B beer, wine and liquor license, notwithstanding certain provisions;

12 providing that certain exceptionsto the prohibition against issuing or

13 transferring certain licenses do not apply in certain areas of Baltimore City

14 under certain conditions; making certain technical corrections; and generally
15 relating to the issuance, conversion, and transfer of alcoholic beverages licenses
16 in the 46th and 47th Alcoholic Beverages Districts of Baltimore City.

26 (3) Except as provided in subsection (a) of this section, a Class B beer,
27 wine and liquor license may be issued in the 47th a cohalic beverages district.
